Founded in Boston in 1815, the Handel and Haydn Society (H+H) is 
considered America’s oldest continuously performing arts organization. 

It celebrates its Bicentennial in 2015 with a series of special concerts and 
initiatives to honor 200 years of music making. Its Period Instrument 
Orchestra and Chorus are internationally recognized in the field of 
Historically Informed Performance, using the instruments and techniques of 
the composer’s time. Under Artistic Director Harry Christophers’ leadership, 
H+H’s mission is to enrich life and influence culture by performing Baroque 
and Classical music at the highest levels of artistic excellence, and by 
providing engaging, accessible, and broadly inclusive music education and 


training activities. 


ARTIST PROFILE 


Scott Allen Jarrett is one of North America’s 
most exciting and versatile musicians, 

sought after as a conductor, keyboard 

artist, and teacher of conducting. He serves 
as the Director of Choruses and Assistant 
Conductor of the Charlotte Symphony (NC), 
Music Director of Boston's Back Bay Chorale, 
and, at Boston University, Jarrett is Director 
of Music at Marsh Chapel and Acting Director 
of Choral Activities in the School of Music. He 
is a frequent guest conductor at Trinity Wall 
Street, leading recent performances of Bach 
at One and the music of Benjamin Britten and 
Julian Wachner as part of Trinity’s Twelfth 
Night Festival. 


Through these appointments and 
appearances, Jarrett regularly conducts the 
great masterworks of the choral/orchestral 
repertoire, with a particular focus on the 
works of Johann Sebastian Bach. He has 
served on the artistic staffs of the Carmel 
Bach Festival and recently, as Director of 
the Conductors Master Class at the Oregon 
Bach Festival with Helmuth Rilling. As a 
keyboardist, he appears regularly as a 
continuo player with GRAMMY®-nominated 
Seraphic Fire and can be heard on their 
recordings of the Brahms Requiem and 
Monteverdi’s Vespers. 


Scott is a bass in the Handel and Haydn 
Society Chorus and serves as Vocal Advisor 
on the H+H artistic staff.

KING’S CHAPEL, BOSTON + HtH

The interior of King’s Chapel in Boston, where the Handel and Haydn Society 
gave its firstoublic performance on Christmas Day, 1815, and the American 
premiere of Messiah on December 6, 1878. 


King’s Chapel, the first Anglican church and only the fifth church of any 
denomination built in colonial Boston, was originally named for King James 
Il. The original church was a wooden structure built in 1688; by the 1740s 
that building needed extensive repairs and church officials decided to erect 
a new building in stone. Designed by Peter Harrison, the new church was 
constructed around the original wooden one while the latter continued to 
be used for services. During the American Revolution, King’s Chapel was 
renamed Stone Chapel in an effort to remove its association with the British 
monarchy and therefore protect it from being damaged. In the 1780s, the 
church reopened as King’s Chapel, now named for Christ the King. 


The Handel and Haydn Society presented its first oratorio (or concert) 
in King’s Chapel on December 25, 1815; six other performances followed 
between 1816 and 1817.
